County Libraries Get 
$99,056 From State 


Montgomery — Forty-three 
Alabama counties received a to- 
tal of $55,056 during the last 
fiscal year for public library 
maintenance and expansion du- 
ring the last fiscal year, acord- 
ing to Lois Rainer Green, Direc- 
tor of the State Public Library 
Service Division, in an annual 
report made recently to the Exe- 
cutive Board. 

While the majority of this a- 
mount is furnished by the fe- 
deral government, it is the re- 
sponsibility of the State Pub- 
lic Library Service Division to 
allocate these funds to the 
counties in order to increase lib- 
rary facilities in both the urban 
and rural sections throughout 
the state. 

Of the $55,056 allocated Lau- 
derdale County received the 
highest amount—$6,977.69—with 
Tuscaloosa running a close se- 
cond with an allocation of $6,- 
687.76 for the past fiscal year. 
Montgomery County received 
Slightly above the average allo- 
cation with allotments amount- 
ing to $1,661.70. 

Three new bookmobiles are 
slated to take the road soon in 
Tuscaloosa, Montgomery, and 
Talladega-Shelby counties. The 
SPLSD director said that trucks 
on order in Pike and Lauderdale 
counties will be converted in 
bookmobiles immediately upon 
receipt so that the people in 
these counties will be offered a 
continually moving and more 
diversified literary selection. 

The SPLSD allocated $36,- 
045.05 for the purchase of new 
books last year in expanding the 
facilities of the 57 libraries lo- 
cated in the 43 counties partici- 
pating. The second highest ex- 
penditure of $23,443.09 went for 
the payment of salaries of lib- 
rary officials and employees.

STATE WITNESSES 
TO GET PAY FOR 
COURT SERVICES 


For the first time in the history 
of the county, witnesses appearing 
on behalf of the State in criminal 
prosecutions tried in the Circuit 
Court are being paid cash as they 
are released from attendance be- 
fore the court. The same cash 
payments will be made to wit- 
nesses hereafter appearing before 
the grand jury. The amount paid 
includes 5c per mile for travel to 
and from court and the grand 
jury. 

These cash payments are made 
possible by an accumulation of 
money in the fine and forfeiture 
fund of the county treasury, and 
by the operation of a law, appli- 
cable only to Covington county, 
that was recommended by the 
Board of Revenue during the ses- 
sion of the legislature recently ad- 
journed, authorizing such pay- 
ments, 

This cash reserve in the fine and 
forfeiture fund has accumulated 
gradually since January, 1948, 
When our present Circuit Solici- 
tor B. W. Simmons took office. At 
that time there were many out- 
standing claims against this fund 
that had not been paid and there 
was no money with which to pay 
them. Senator T, A. Goodwin and 
Representative Joe Jones procured 
the passage of a local law requir- 
ing all claims against the fund to 
be re-registered, By this law all 
lost claims against the fund were 
cancelled, thus allowing active 
claims that had not been lost to 
move up for payment. 

Thousand of dollars in fines 
from cases instituted largely by 
Sheriff Tom Head have been paid 
into the fund since 1948, so that 
at present all valid claims, pro- 
perly registered, have been paid 
and there is approximately $14,- 
000.00 to $15,000.00 in this fund 
out of which State’s witnesses may 
now be paid as they attend court 
or the grand jury.
